Joint Use of Tracks—Through to Los 
Angeles. 


The Times published early news of 
the just-made compact between the 
Southern Pacific and Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad companies, by 
which independent through trains of 
the latter company (or the Atlantic and 
Pacific system) will, commencing on 
the 29th inst., have free and equal use 
of the line of road between Colton and 
Los Angeles, to run its trains as it may 
desire. This agreement, 0 sat 
isfactory to Los Angeles, has caused 
much speculation, and in some 
quarters its existence was even doubted, 
and in others the new arrangement has 
been looked upon as a pooling sche e. 
But these surmises are shown to be 
without foundation by an authoritative 
article, which we reproduce below, from 
the Railway Age, which explains the 
whole agreement and states clearly that 
there 1s no pro-rating or pooling un- 
derstanding in the mat'er. The Atlantic 
ead Pacific simply leases the Southern 
Pacific road for the purpose of running

have the right to establish independent 
stations and agents; in short, the intent 
of the agreement is to give each party 
same rights, so far as the operation of 
trains is concerned, over the tracks and 
facilities used in common aajiftit individ- 
ually owned euch tracks. 

Under this remarkable agreement, 
therefore, there will be seen in a few days 
the spectacie of the passenger and freight 
trains of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé system running over the track of its 
great competitor, enjoying all the fecili- 
ties aud served impartially by the em- 
ployés of the latter, each company, of 
course, having ite own soliciting agents, 
and getting all the business possible for 
their respective trains. 

In originating and pushing to a suc- 
cessful issue this business-like plan for 
securing a competing foothold in Cali- 
fornia, Pfesident Strong, of the Atchison 
Company, is entitled to the highest credit. 
Perhaps no other man could have ac- 
complished it. On the other hand, Presi- 
dent Stanford and General Manager 
Towne, of the Southern Pacific, have 
shown admirable breadth of view and 
liberality toward a rival by accepting the 
situation and opening their doors, instead 
of contesting aud delaying the approach 
of the new road, as they might success- 
fully have done for some time, thereby 
putting both companies to heavy expense 
and demoralizing the entire railway busi- 
ness of the Pacific Coast. The agree- 
ment by which this result was accom- 
plished has po stipalations whatever in 
regard to rates, division of business of 
pooling. It is simply a business-like con- 
tract between the heads two great 
companies to save both froma needless 
expenditure of money. 

It is obvious that the ultimate desti- 
nation of the Atlantic and Pacific line 
is San Francisco. That was the orig- 
inal project, it will be recollected, when 
work on the Pacific end of the road 
was commenced in 1873. It is equally 
obvious that the road will seek and ob- 
tain another tide-water outlet at the

The statistics of soil, climate and other 
conditions necessary for a successful fig 
scattered, that the task of bringing them 
together ie not a very thankful one, and 
the material thus collected is by no means 
sufficient in any way to satisfy us. , 

In cunsidering these climatic conditions 
and soils, it is important to make « dis- 
tivetion between the cultivation of the 
fig for table use and for drying. The con- 
ditions for the proper cultivation of table 
figs, to be eaten fresh, are far less in 
number, and far less exacting, than those 
for the production of a perfect and superior 
dried fig, destined to rival the imported 
article. I believe there is hardly any 
ace in the Southern States of this con- 
tinent which would not produce a fair or 
good table fig, provided the right variety 
suited to the locality is selected; but in 
regard to drying figs we have to look 
closer to conditions of climate and soil. 

What strikes us, then, at the offset, is 
the great similarity of the whole interior 
of California to the most favored 
localities in the vicinity of Smyrna. The 
seasons there are divided into two, just as 
bere. One dry and one wet. The winter 
rain commences in November and lasts 
until May. From May until October are 
the dry months, and, with few exceptions, 
po rains fall during the summer months. 
thus promoting the ripening of the fig and 
the drying of the same. Occasionally, 
however, heavy raine ipjare the

Such seasons 
no means unknown in even the 


causes of the years. Thus we see 
that the summer rains, which bere in 
California are #0 very unwelcome to 
almost all of our crops, are similarly in- 
jarious in the fig districts of Asia Minor. 
In the most favored spots of the Smyrna 
districts the summer heat seldom exceeds 
90 and 100° Fahr. in the shade and 130 to 
140° Fahr. in the sun, and the freezing in 
winter ie seldom more than half a dozen 
degrees. A heavier frost, however, is not 
considered injurious, or in any way influ- 
encing the quality of the fig crop. 

The soi] in Smyrna and vicinity is very 
variable. It contains a fair percentage of 
lime and potash, but is otherwise of 
various qualities. The most luxuriant 
growth is obtained in a deep rich soil, but 
the best figs are grown on a soil which is 
made loose and porous by a {sir admix- 
ture of sand.

2. Good and perfect drainage at any

4. Sufficient beat to insure sweetness in 


e fig. 
5. Absence of any frost lower than 18 
degrees Fahr, though figs can stand a 
temperature as low as12 Fabr., if they 
are wlerably dormant. 

6. Absence of heavy rains during the 
maturing of the fruit. 

Again, the following conditions are in- 
jurious to fig trees, if the object is to pro- 
cure superior fruit: 

1. A wet soil, with stagnant water dur - 
ing the fruiting season. 

2. Cesspools, sewers and ditches in so 
close proximity to the trees that they can 
send roots to them. 

3. Heavy rains en the fruit, when it is 
ripening. Some ofthe finest varieties are 
then apt to crack and sour. 

4. Heavy rains and dews upon the frait

In that 
they found some recipes for two kinds 
of cake that they tested most success- 
fully.

There was a dish of most delicious 
eream-pufls, too, upon the pantry 
helves, and a pan full of jelly tarts, 
aod the water was bubbling merrily 
in the teakettle, and in the dining- 
room were two rosy cheeked fairies 
spreading the white cloth upon the 
table.

That is the way the children’s cook 
ing club commenced, but the moral 
which I wish to call your attention to 
is this: When children are denied 
their usual pleasures and amusements, 
and are shut up within doors, fiad 
them something to do. Give them 
something that will keep heads and 
hands busy aed you will not be die 
turbed by peevistiness and discontent. 
It ie a good thing to send your daugh 
ter into the kitchen in this way, now 
and then, and let them feel free to 
covcoct avy dish that they may choose. 
In this manner they may acquire cul 
inary skill, end secure practical know!- 
edge that may serve well in the future. 

I subjoin « few receipts which are 
simple, economics! and excetlent, prop. 
erties which all good housewives will 
aim to commingle: 

Troy Pudding: One — 
suet, one teaspoonful each of salt and 
soda, one small cup of molasses, one 
and one half cups of milk, two tea- 
spoonfuls of cream of tartar, two and 
ove half cups of flour, and one cup of 
chopped raisins. Flavor with Burnett's 
Extract of Lemon and N 2 
teaspoonful each; boil three hours, 
Serve with sweet, brown sauce. 

A Delicious Brown Sauce: One- 
half piot of milk, one tablespoooful of 
butter, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of molasses.

Wash the tapioca, dnd put it to soak 
in the cold water. Three hours will 
do, but it is better to soak it over 
vight.

Turn into a buttered dish, 
and bake one hour and a quarter. Let

an hour before serving. 

Mock Cream Pie: Beat three eggs 
well, add to them three heaping tea 
spoonfuls of flour, beat them well to- 

her, then stir them into a pint and 
a half of boiling milk, add a little salt 
and sugar to taste. Flavor with Bur 
nett’s Extract of Lemon. Stir while 
it is boiling. When it is perfectly 
smooth, it is dpne. Line bie- plates 
with puff paste, and bake them in a 
quick oven.

A Climate Changing Project.—A po- 
lar current appears to deflect the Gulf 
stream from the shores of the United 
States and the British Provinces, and 
interpose a cold wall of water between 
the land and the genial warmth of the 
eurrent from the tropics. These re- 
frigerating waters pass between Lab 
rudor and Newfoundland, and by 
building a dam across the narrow 
Straits of Belle lete—about ten miles 
wide and averaging 150 fect in depth 


aside into mid-ocean. Then, it is be 
lieved, the Gulf stream would skirt 
the American coast and materially 
change its climate from Cape Hatteras 
to Newfoundland, freciog the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence from icebergs and giving 
to Nova Scotia the mildness of Cape 
May. 

The Influence of Weedsa.—From com 
parative experiments, l’rof. K. Wolluy, 
the German investigator, has shows 
the effect of weeds upon the produc 
tuve power of plants. Both quantity 
and quality of the crops were seriously 
affected by allowing the weeds to grow, 
the injury being the greater the more 
slowly the plants were developed. 
‘eas and summer rape suffered least; 
beans, maize aad atoes were in. 
jared to the extent of 45 to 66 per 
cent; and beets showed a loss of 97 
per cent. 

The importance of fostering scien- 
tific research is recognized by the Re- 
public of Mexico, which has estab- 
lished a Scientific Commission, com- 
posed of the most learned men of the 
country, and designed to make investi- 
gations in every department of human 
koowledge. It is making extensive 
collections of all the natural products 
of Mexico. 

Successful experiments have been 
made in joining aod restoring the 
functions of divided nerves, even 
nerves of different function being used 
to replace those iatly destroyed. 
It is thought that even sight and hear- 
ing may be restored, after injury to 
the nerves on which they depend, by 
bringing other nerves into service by 
artificial union. 

A Sctenti fle Game — Huxley has asked 
whether, if it were perfectly certain 
that the life and fortune of every one 
of us would one day depend on our 
winning a game of chess, we should 
not all learn something of the game. 
Vet it is a very plain truth that the 
life and fortune of every one of us de 
peod on our koowing something of 
the rules of a game infinitely more 
difficult. It is a game which has been 
played for untold ages, every man end 
women of us being ove of the two 
players. The chessboard is the world, 
the pieces are the phenomena of the 
universe, the rules of the game are 
what we call the laws of nature. The 
player on the other side is hiddcn from 
We know that his play is always 
fair, just and patient. Bat also we 
know, to our cost, that he never over- 
looks a mistake or makes the smallest 
allowance for i ence. To the man 
who plays well the highest stakes are 
eye with overflowing generusity, 

t one who plays ill is cheekmated -- 
without haste, but without remorse.” 


Nature's Oridizer.—Orone, supposed 
to be a very active form of oxygen, has 
been thought to exert so beneficial an 
influence that an increase in the at- 
mosphere's on—which rarely 
averages more than one part in 700,000 
has been hailed as a token of a partic 
ularly healthful climatic state. Flow 
ering plants, especially the odorous 
kinds—and sceated foliage have been 
pronounced of hygienic value because 
they generate ozone. A rather sur- 
prising announcement, therefore, is 
that of Dr. Daniel Draper's supposed 
discovery that ozone produces pneu- 
mania, but it seems quite p-obable that 
the gas which so powerfully destroys 
organic impurities may be by 
further research to act as an irritant of 
the lungs. 

Traces of a prehistoric race have 
been discovered in Jamaica by Mr. K. 
G. Haliburton. From the skulls ob- 
tained he judges that they were people 
of great natural intelligence, and he 
finds reason for believing that their 
habits were peaceful and industrious. 

The most extensive region of heavy 
rainfall in the British Isiands is re 
ported. by Mr. A. Buchan to be the 
West Highlands of Scotland, where 
the annual fall is over 80 inches, and 
at Glencoe has exceeded 12% inches. 

Karthqucake- Resisting Foundations.— 
The earthy uake committee of the Brit 
ish Association has described experi- 
ments made in Japan—the home of 
earthquakes—in placing a house a4 
rollers resting upon the foundation. 
With ten inch iron balls the earth- 
quake shock was made less sudden, 
but the building was easily moved b 
the wind Smaller balls were tried, 
until finally the structure rested on u 
handfal of quarter inch iron shot 
sed upon each of the supporting 
piers. By this arrangement the effect 
of earthquakes is greatly mitigated 
without exposing the house to danger 
from the wind. 

The Pyrephore.—everal specimens 
of the Mexican pyrophore were lately 
exhibited to the Paris Academy of 
Sciences as u remarkable novelty 
These insects are about an inch long 
and emit a light like a glow-worm or 
a fire fly, but vastly more brilliant. 
The lodians of Mexico are said to keep 
them for a light at night, and Mexican 
ladies wear them as ornaments in the 
hair. By feeding them on sugar-cane 
they may be kept alive a long time. 

Four Arctic expeditions are already 
projected in Europe for next year Of 
these, one will be sent out by Holland, 
one by Denmark, and two by Portu- 
gal. The Russian islands will be vis 
ited by all, but the Danish expedition 
will specially explore the Kora Sea. 

Some persons have a defect of smell 
anaiagous to color-blindness, accord 
ing to Dr. Carl Seiler. In one case 
violets smell lke garlic, everything 
else smelling normally. 

The eye in males has been found by 
Mr. E. L. Nichols to be more sonsitive 
to red, yellow and green than in fe- 
males, but less sensitive to blue.

He was educated partly in 
Washington University, of that city, 
and partly inthe West Point Academy, 
graduating from the latter in 1870. 
He was connected with the Eogineer 
Corps, but resigned in 1873, ther re 
ceiving the commission of Professor of 
Mathematics in the United States 
Navy, which oflice be in turn resigned 
in 1882. He was given charge of the 
expedition which was sent, in 1883, to 
the Seuth Pacific Ocean to observe the 
tranait of Venus. Whea the famous 
Lick 0 was so far advanced 
as to be im readiness to receive the 
astronomical instruments, Professor 
Holden was intrusted with the charge 
of mounting them. The Observatory, 
which is not yet completed, will cost 
about $400,000. At ile time of his 
appointment as Presid. ut of the Uni- 
versity of California, Professor Holden 
was Director of the Washburn Obser- 
vatory at Madison, Wisconsin. Whilst 
there he did much to make the name 
of the institution synonymous of thor 
ough research, and hia discovet tes of 
fixed stars were the most im- 
portant made of late years. During 
his stay in Madison he superintended 
the work upon four volumes, in which 
the important work of the Observatory 
is recorded. Io his new feld. Protes- 
sor Holden will find ample encourage- 
ment, as the University of Culifornia 
has an annual jncome of $100,000, ex - 
clusive of the interest on $300,000, 
which constitutes the permanent en- 
dowment fund.

GALVESTON’S RUS. 
A Smaller Edition of the 
Chicago Fire. 


SEVEN HUNDRED DWELLINGS BURNED. 


The Flames, Oriven by a Strong Gale, Set 
at Naught All Efforts of the 
Firemen. 


Attocialed Press Dispatches to The Times. 
GaLveston, Tex, Nov. Id. Last 
night a tire started in this city and is 
still raging, (S a.m.) tt bas already 
consumed over six blocks in the neighb- 
borhood of Sixteenth to Nineteenth, 
aud from Bay to each: all principal 
residences, The loss is now over 
$4,000,000, 

ORIGIN. 
The fire broke out at 1:40 a. m., in a 
small foundry on the north side of 
Strand street, near the corner of 
Righteenth, and the flames rapidly 
spread under a stiff north wind. 
The fire bas spread over seven blocks 
and become a great conflagration. 
Fully tifty dwellings are burning lereely, 
and the path of the fire as it progresses

The tire fora time was confined toa 
width of one square between Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth strects, but when it 
crossed Winne street, six squares from 
the starting point, it jamped diagonally 
to the southeast into the next block, aud 
gives evidence of consuming one-third 
of the city.

The barned 
district covers about filty two blocks, 
seven of which are not entirely swept 
clean. It is sixteen blocks in depth 
and averages a width of three blocks 
The loss on the destroyed buildings is 
estimated at $1,500,000. This is excia- 
sive of the contents, of which it is im- 
possible to make a calculation at 
present, 

THE BURNED DIsTKICY. 

GaLvestus, Nov. 1%. About 300 
houses were barned, which were ocen- 
pied by fully 500 families. From 
Avenue A to Avenue E, for four squares, 
the buraed dwellings were coenpied 
almost entirely by the poorer classes, and 
several families were crowded in a single 
house in this strip. From Aveoue E, 
however, the buroed district includes 
the wealthiest and most fashionable 
portion of the city. Oe handred 
elegantly furnished mansions are io 
rains. All manner of estimates are to 
be beard at this time. The City Aseeasor 
makes the actnal value of the property 
$1,500,000. The insurance is estimated 
at $600,000, although some iosurance 
men, who have walked over the district, 
place the insarauce at $800,000, 

So far aa can be learned nota single 
secident occurred, The eatire cast end 
of the city searcely contains a dozen 
brick dwellings.

The horse which Powers 
rode continued on his way sod, when 
it had gone about fifteen feet, Powers 
fell from the horse to the ground, dead 
Prewett, who was also mounted, rode to 
where the body lay and discharged the 
other barrel of the gun into Powers. 
Then he started for his house to get a 
rope with which to bang Lovers 
body, His two companions witnessed 
the shooting and also Slaven, who was 
stationed on the road as a spy on Pow- 
ers movements. The other conspira- 
tors were alan stationed on the road, 
but did not see the shooting. Nineteen 
persons were present at the meet. 
ing which took plage later the 
same night, but none of them, 
outside of the conspirators, knew 
of Powers’s death. When the sub- 
ject of the meeting was brought up 
for discussion Prewett said: We 
needn't discuss the matter. | have 
settled it.

LEAVING FIFTEEN MILLIONS BEHIND. 

Short Sketch of His Career -How He Made 

a Fortune, Lost M, and Made 
Another. 


Assocrated Press Dispatches to The 
Ban Francisco, Nov. 
before 2:30 this afternuon the Senator's 
son, Fred., notte a endden change in 
his father’s condition, and all of the 
watchers were called in from the ante- 
room. At twenty-eight minutes before

quietly passed away. In his dying mo- 
ments he was attended by all of his 
relatives on this coast, and some of bis 
particular friends, emoag those present 
being his ron, Fred, Sharon; bis 
nepLews, William and Clarence Sharon; 
his sister, Mra. Davis, of San José; F. 
G. Newlaads, and Drs. MeNalty and 
Lane. 
RIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH, 

William Sberon was born January 9, 
1820, in Bmitbfleld, Ohio. His family 
were farwers, (Qosker in origia. He 
entered Atbeus College at the age of 
tweufy-three, to stuly law. He re- 
mained there three years, when he 
returned home, diversifying bis labors 
on the farm with law studies. After 
six months of this life he entered the 
office of Edwin M. Stanton, afterward 
Secretary of War, to qualify himself for 
the bar. Failing health indaced him to 
travel fora time. He then went to St. 
Louis where be openeda law office. 
in the spriag of 1549, when the 


Mr. Sharon formed copartperabip and 
together they crossed the plains, arriv- 
ing in Sacramento m August 1549. 
Mr. Sharon left Sacramento in the 
winter of 
Sen Francisco, and entered into the 
real estate business. He continued his 
real estate operations, and in 1564 his 
wealth was estimated at $150,000. Then 
came the stock excitement, and within 
six months, his fortune of $150,000 was 
dissipated. Without means, Mr. Scaron 
bad to seek employment, and asked 
and obtained work fromthe Bank of 
California, which sent bim to Virginia 
City, Nev., for the purpose of adjusting

The 
proposed route ¢xtenda from the harbor 
of Greytown on the Carribean Sea to 
Brito on the Pacific. Its total 1 
is 16) 5 miles, of which 38 04 miles will 
be * 130.82 miles 
navigation by Lake the 
river San Juan, the off 
Sau Francisco and seven locks. 
Nicaragua is about ninety miles long 
and torty wide, and will be connected 
with the Pacific by a canal aud with the 
Atlantic by slackwater navigation in the 
river San Juan by a short section of 
caval from the river San Jaan to the 
basin of the river San Francisco, 
nevigation through this basin and by a 
canal thence to the Caribean Rea, 

It is proposed that the canal shall 
have a depth of from twenty-eight to 
th rty feet, with 6 minimum width in 
rock and deep earth cuts of eiguty feet 
at bottom. It is estimated that a ship 
may pases from Greytown to Brito within 
forty hours. The estimated total cost 
of the canal is $57,234,958. Thirty-two 
vessels can pass the canalina day, or 
11,680 in a year, which, at the average 
tonnage of veasela passing the Snez 
Canal, will give an annual traffic of 
20,440,000 tons. This is based on the 
theory that the lake and river will be 
lighted with beacon and range lights; 
also, that vessels can move at night as 
well a day. It is estimated that the 
canal will be completed in six years,

Now, the fact is, Los Angeles is the 
point to which the A. & F. has been 
aiming to come to which it has to 
come.

All that Los Angeles needs to place 
ber upon the highest tide of prosperity 
is to have the privilege of a direct and 
one continuous rail connection with 
Ban Diego bay to accommodate her 
rapidly increasing sea couimerce. This 
is a more important object for ber to at- 
tain just now than the acquisition of 
any more railroads. As for the A. and 
P. running trains into Los Anyefes, the 
assertion would hardly be credible 
coming from a man who never reace 
the newspapers, but for a las 
yer" to parade his narrow-minded 
prejadice and absurd ignorance 
leads us further in the belief that the 
is frequently overrated. The At- 
lantic and Pacific to run ite trains into 
Los Angeles would be compelled to 
secure the privilege of running over two 
other roads the California Sonthern 
and the Southern Pacific. If any 
other road runs trains into Los 
Angeles it will be the California 
Southern, whose headquarters, office, 
machine shops, etc., are located on the 
bay of San Diego. San Diego will be 
glad to secure this rail connection with 
Los Angeles, but at the same time we 
believe it is of far more importance to 
Los Angeles than it is to uns. 

A dozen trauscontinental routes 
centering at Los Angeles woald not add 
to the number of people who stop there. 

And so on in the same strain. It is 
neesdless to remark that the Suu is now 
run strictly as a bumorous paper.

A National Forest Memorial. 


A private letter to the Times, from 
Washington, states that suggestions 
have been made to the recents of 
Mount Vernon for the improvement of 
the estate, which, if carried out, will 
make it more than ever a center of in- 
terest to the American people. The 
proposition is that they arrange to have 
grasses, trees and plauts characteristic 
of the flora of each of the States set 
ont on the Washington cstate—the 
plants to be furnished by the citizens of 
each State, so as to constitute a 
grand national park. The idea is a 
gb one, and one which every State 
should feel interested to see success- 
fully carried out. California could 
make contributions such as would at- 
tract the attention of the world. The 
intelligent botanist here finds a wide 
field for research and meets with 
many plants not familiar to 
him elsewhere, Just » long 
as the nation exists pilgrimages will be 
made to Mouat Vernon, th Mecca of 
American freedom. But while the 
memory of Washington is sufficient to 
attract 4 large yearly pilgrimage, the 
place might be made more widely in- 
teresting by these proposed improve- 
ments. 

Hardly a suggestion of change has 
touched the old home since the days of 
Washington, aud it is fitting that the 
prom nent features of the grounds 
should remain undisturbed, but within 
the limits of the lands belonging to the 
estate there is room for the proposed 
park, without disturbing any of the im- 
mediate surroundings of the old man- 
sion.

As fore- 
shadowed inthe Times report f the 
League of Freedom meeting Saturday 
night, the saloonista have taken the 
first step in retreat. In the case of 
Guerrero yesterday, 8. M. White, 
attorney for the liquor men, proposed 
the arrangement already noted. that the 
saloon men deposit their license money 
with bim until a determination of the 
validity of the ordinance. Those who 
do not do so within the fivé days’ grace, 
will be arrested and rearrested as [ust 
as the police force can work. Those 
who pay will not be arrested. The cane 
of Guerrero will be made a test, and 
taken at once before the Supreme 
Court oa a writ of babeas corpus; and 
a decision which will be final 1 (K- 
pected within three wecks. The au- 
thorities assented to this proposition,and 
all agree to await the result, Guerrero 
was found guilty and fiaed $50. A 
good many small saloons are expected 
to be closed at once.

We confess to 
the belief that in this new organization 
much will be fonnd to farther the inter- 
ests of Northern Californie, but after 
long and carefal scrutiny of the subject 
we can discover no avenue or method 
which it can be anything else but a drag 
or burden to us. 

„We cannot remain blind or insensible

If $300 a carioad 
does pot insure the prosperity of the in- 
dustry we shall soon 2 what rate 
will insure it aud we will reduce to that 
Mr. Livermore touched upon the weight 
and power of the organization in ioflu- 
encing legislation, aud suggested that the 
ten thousand fruit men thus associated 
together cannot be ignored as an indi- 
vidual might be. Touching upon the 
aubject of the local orgabization for 
Southern California, and the argumenta 
which have been advanced in its support, 
be urged that it would involve neediess 
expense. To carry it out, an entire work- 
ing organization would need to be main- 
tained ali the year round, while the ship- 
ments of citrus fruits might not extend 
through more then four months of that 
time. He urged that the difference io 
time of maturing crops in the north, cen- 
tral and southern portions of the State 
would all work together in employing « 
eentral organization ten months in the 
year. The other two months are no more 
thau required to compare notes, close up 
the busimess oi the last campsaiga, aud 
make arrangementsfor the fortheuming. 
Nothing bat a fully equipped, contin- 
uously working organization can, in 
futare, anewer the requirements of Cali 
fornia producers. The Union will be a 
continuously working organization. When 
it ia not engaged iu shipping fruits it will 
devote its energies to collecting statistics 
of production and preparing markets for 
shipment. 

Another feature of the sitaation here is 
not appreciated at all. All attention 
seems to be directed to the citrus fruits. 
Bat the deciduous fruit interests here are 
large, and give promise of great increase. 
It will be necessary to provide large 
avenues for disposing of this immense 
product. 

As to the status of California fruits io 
Eastern markets, he thought it was neces- 
sary to have «a strong organization, to 
properly further our interests there. Al- 
though our oranges carried off the prizes 
at New Orleans, still the majority of 
Eastern consumers will take the Florida 
fruit in preference to ours, if they meet 
in equal competition. 

One broad consideration transcends all 
of these: that ia the capital valves of our 
fruit-growiog properties, When you fad 
that disastrous competi is done away 
with and fruit growing ia shown to bea 
sure and profitable pursuit, these pro 
erties have an assured market value. 
Otherwise, they have not and are bound 
to deteriorate. 

Mr. Livermore, after the conclusion of 
his address proper, devotod half an hour 
to anewering questions propounded 
members of the convention. 

Mr. Rose spoke at some length, warmly 
advocating the Fruit-Growers’ Unica. 
Mr. Aiken aleo iodorsed the idea in a 
few hearty words.

The first quarters of the club were in 
Arcadia Block, on the corner of Los 
Angeles and Arcadia streets, and consist- 
ed simply of one large bare hall, with no 
comforts or conveniences, except the few 
fixtures in the shape of gymnastic appa- 
ratus putin by the club.

This carries 
the mind back to Egypt, the birth place 
of European civilization, five thoneand 
years ago. This country, in many 
material respects, is similar to our own 
aud may be studied with interest avd 
profit to us all, a it existed thousands 
of years before the Christian era, and 
remains substantially the same to-day. 
What Egypt has been to Earopean 
nations, California should be aed must 
become to the American nation. Why 
was it that civilization thus rose 
on the banks oj the Nile, and not upon 
those of the Daonbe aud Mississippi’ The 
answer is, civilization depends upon 
climate and agriculture. As long as life 
is a scene of uncertainty, that the hopes 
of yesterday may be blighted by the reali. 
ties of to-day, man, in the imperions de? 
mand for present support, dares not ven- 
ture on specalative attempts for the pur- 
pose of ameliorating bis condition. Agri- 
ealtere in Egypt i« certain, aod there 
man-first became civilized. Agriculture 
in California can be made as certain, and 
here man should develop a civilization 
and prosperity unequaled in this world’s 
history. The arable land of Egypt is only 
2253 square miles, and yet from this in- 
significant area were supported, at one 
period, over seven millions of people. At 
San Gabriel there are lauds adjoining the 
old Mission buildings which have teen 
cropped twice a year since the foundation 
of the Mission, one hundred and ten years 
ago, and they «till retain their fertility 
noimpsired. This is purely the result of 
irrigation. « 
Teall your attention to this last para- 
graph, as it is contrary to every theory as 
laid dow in all the agricultural journals 
in the country. Their claim is that only 
by systematic fertilizing can the pro- 
ductive power of the land be secured. 
This ie particularly claimed by French 
scientific journals, regarding continned 
fruit crops. The one great expense at- 
tending frait production in that country 
is the fertilizers. The above claim is that 
only water is required. 
It is nota difficult matter to write an 
addrees generalizing on the eubject mat- 
ter, but what we waut is bard facts pre- 
sented in the briefest aud simplest man- 


ner. 

In what direction is our attention here 
to turn in horticulture, and in what av- 
pects does it present itself to us? 
The importance of horticulture in re- 
lation to educational training has never 
yet been sufficiently recognized.

With A@idavit Artilters. 
Weineday, November lf.) 
The breach of promise case of Louise 
C. Perkins againet K. J. Baldwin came ap 
for trial in the Saperior Court, before 
Jndge Branson, yesterday, the courtroom 
being crowded with ao expectant throng 
of sensation-ecekers. The plaintiff was 
present, tastefully attired, and sat at the 
table, in front of the clerk's desk, with

M. White. Baldwin was aleo on band, 
occupying a seat « few feet to the righ t of 
Mies Perkins and directly behind his four 
legal representatives, Mesers. Wells, Van 
Dyke & Lee and Col. Howard, The de- 
fenee promptly opened the ball by moving 
for a change of venue, aud asked that the 
proecedings on the motion be conduc 
with closed doors The request was 
granted and a disappointed crowd arose 
from the benches and sadly filed ont of 
the courtroom. 

THE DEFENDANT'S AFFIDAVITS. 
In support of the motion for a change 
of venue, Baldwin's coanse! read volamin- 
ous affidavits The first wae that of the 
defendant, Baldwin, who swore that ow- 
ing to the prejudice against him in this 
county, an impartial jury conld not be 
secured, ete., reciting the usual allega- 
tions secesmary to support the motion. 
He also partienlarized the grounds for 
the alleged prejadice by «tating that it 
was due to articies hostile to him and 
published iu loeal papers, inelading the 
Times, and read sundry extracts pub- 
lished avon after the enit wos bronght.

Dida’t the Lawyers Tell Us So 
Before 7’ — Proceedings of the 
League Last Night. 
From the Sunray 

The League of Freedom met in Turn- 
verein Hell last evening, and had a very 
entertainiog session. It is true that the 
law-abiding Loaguers neglected to request 
the pleasure of the Tres’ company at 
the circus, but the Times is too big and 
old to be offended by a little slight like 
that, and it was “there or thereabouts.”

Robin Rallroad’s Hens. 


To the Rditor of the A of the Agricultural De- 
partment: Probably no one thing | will 
80 thoroughly convince us of the truth 
of any matter we may have iu hand as 
experience, and I am of the opinion 
that the more cost!y the ex perieuce the 
deoper the impression will be made. 
My experience in the chicken business 
sincé I came to this coast has cost me 
considerable, but I learned some things 
that will be of great advantage to those 
who propose to engage in the busivess, 
if they expect to carry it on im this 
valley or any other valley where there 
is no snow or where it does not freeze. 
No doubt many wili be afraid to try 
it, just as I was, but after they have 
tried it once they won't abandon it. 

This is the experience: When I first 
came to the valley I built hen-houses 
that cost $150, whitewashed them in- 
side and out, kept them clean and the 
floor sprinkled with quick-lime. Bat 
the first summer had not half gone 
when my hens began to sneeze, had 


heads against their bach. I doctored 
them for roup. Some of the hens got 
blind and couldn't see to eat. I caught 
them and fed them with my finger. In 
doing this I noticed that there was 
something the matter with their heads 
with which roup had nothing to do, | 
was pretty sure, and as I saw them 
almost continually rubbing their heads 
and scratching, I came to the cou- 
clusion that they had the itch or the 
Wabash scratches. I took a pint of 
linseed oil to make the sulphur stick 
to their heads and | mixed some lard 
in it to keep the linseed oil from form. 
ing a gum,and put in sulphur and 
mixed them thoroughly to consis- 
tency of batter. With this mixture 
I cured my hens, rubbing it on their 
heads with my fingers. The outer 
skin or cuticle came off in spots, and 


no feathers or hair would grow there | P 


any more, so called them bald- 
heads. About this time a friend of 
mine was at my house, and | was tell- 
jog him and showing him my chickens 
were doing no good. “Now,” said he, 
“let me tell you what to do. Shut 
that hen-house door and don't lat your 
hens in there any more. Make them 
roost in those willow trees and they 
will get sound and well.” 

“Why, bless my soul,” said I, “they 
will get wet when it rains, catch their 
death of cold, or have the roup for 
sure.” 

“No they won't,” said he, “the rain 
and cold in this valley won't hurt them 
the tenth part as bad as the vermin do. 
Water, just simply water, is death on 
all the parasites that afflict chickens in 
& warm climate.” 

I didn’t promise to do it. I was 
actually afraid to do it. But after. 
wards I changed my mind and deter- 
mined to give ita fair trial. I shut 
the hen-house door and did not let the 
chickens go in any more. I made them 
roost in the trees. In a few weeks my 
hens were well. I watched them closely 


when the rain began to fall, expecting 
them to get the roup for sure. Some 


nichts that winter they got pretty wet, 
but did not get sick, not one of them. 
They kept in order, with their 
combs and gills as red and healthy 
looking as in summer. | took the hen 
house down, and our chickens con 
tinued, for ume years, to foost in the 
trees, and our hens were as healthy 
and fruitful as any we ever raised un 


where. We hed no trouble with the 


iteh. I put ladders up to the first 
limbs of the trees, and just as soon as 
flocks of young chicks could climb 
those ladders, made them roost in 
the trees. 

Friends, your hens may all take the 
roup or some other disease and die if 
you make them roost in the trees, but 
my hens did not, and I have told you 
about it that you may profit by it. 1 
did not only have as nice, healthy 
chickens as ever I raised, i got rid of 
a great deal of hard, dirty work, clean- 
ing out the hen- house every week and 
keeping it in order. Kindly and truly, 
yours, Rontx OA.

Last spriog eeveral raisin men in the 
Nevada colony root-pruoed their raisin 
vines. Their theory was that the sur 
face feedera on which the vines de- 
pended for nourishment in the spring, 
were reallgan injury to the vines. If 
left alone they prevented the vines 
from sending out feeders further down, 
and when the hot days of summer 
came the surface roote were scalded by 
the intense heat and were thus unable 
to feed the vines, aud those which had 
few feeders in the summer would not 
keep up their heavy growth, or sup 

rt and mature their heavy crops, 
which would accordingiy suffer. With 
these views established the raisin men 
dug around the stems of the vines, 
cut off the small surface feeders, an i 
waited for returns. They bave now 
come. Mr. Goodwin bas a magnificent 
crop of Muscat grapes and has picked 
an average of four trays for every five 
vines, first crop. The second crop is 
also very large, and if the weather 
keeps warm it is likely to mature.

POULTRY. 
Testieg tecgs.
